Uncle Sam As 
Big Wheat Buyer 

Uncle Sam, as the exclusive 
buyer of all the nation's wheat 
offered for sale, has been pro- 
posed to Congress, in Washington, 
which has the matter up for de- 
cision. The proposal was made 
Monday. 
Under the proposal, Uncle Sam 
iuld buy and sell at an agreed- 
upon, fair price — fair to seller, 
but not overpriced, ridiculously, 
under inflation, to the govern- 

Controls on exports and trans- 
portation of wheat, and its dis- 
tribution abroad, have been ad- 
vocated. Some food sent to for- 
ein countries remains undistrib- 
uted, it is said, thus proving that 
the need was not immediate. 

Uncle Sam is now swapping 
soybean oil for olive oil in Italy, 
which system saves money ex- 
change. A big soybean crop in 
America this year will bring to' 
us more olive oil which has been 
both scarce and expensive.

"This inelasticity of demand 
means that in order for price to 
bring the quantity demanded into 
balance after any reduction in 
supply, a very severe price in- 
crease is necessary. For this rea- 
son we find much greater fluctua- 
tions in the price of foods than 
in other prices. 

"The government price-support 
program would seem to be an 
effective guarantee to farmers 
that they will receive a reason- 
able return for their crops, and 
to the short-term speculator that 
the price of the stocks he holds 
cannot fall below a fixed mini- 
mum," it was added. 

"For example, observers of the 
wheat market maintain that 
farmers have, for various reasons, 
been Withholding unusually large j 
quantities of wheat from the 
market." 

During the year, ended June 
30, the N.A.M. said, the Produc- 
tion and Margeting Administra- 
tion of the Department of Agri- 
culture purchased $l,344-million 
agreed- wortn of agricultural products, 
60 per cent of them grain and 
cereal products, largely for ex- 
port. It was pointed out that fig- 
ures on wheat purchases by the 
government indicate a very real > 
connection between these pur- 
chases and the market price. 

Discussing the effect of manu- 
facturers' profits on current 
prices, the N.A.M. cited Depart- 
ment of Commerce figures to 
show that profit margins of less 
than 5 per cent have predomin- 
ated in industry in recent years.
